" T h eir o bservance is no t o nly 
advisable fo r safety o n the highw ay— 
it is enjo ined by statute, and p e n al­ 
ties are pro vided fo r vio latio n. 
“ P ro per adm in istratio n o f the a u ­ 
to mo bile law s is o ne o f the first c o n ­ 
cerns o f the S ecretary o f State. 
U n ­ 
der auth o rity o f the law, he a n o i n t s 
annually several hundred m en to act 
as vo lur>iary auto m o bile investigato rs. 
T hese' m en, w ho serve w ith o ut pay, j 
are leading citizens in th eir c o m m un - | 
ities, in terested in the safety o f the j 
highw ays.” 
Am o ng th e pro visio ns o f the law to , 
which atte n tio n is called a re the fo l­ 
lo wing: 
No auto m o bile m ust be driven o ver
